I noticed you put the reward notice of 


the hospital bomb threat, also the 
supposed kidnap of someone in 
California, on the front page. Why isn't 
the reward on the murder of Tommy 
Smith placed on the front page? 


Editor Bob Armistead said different 


news editors make different judgments 
sometimes as to what's on the front 
page and what goes inside. 


In addition, the flow of the news also 


determines what gets on the front page. 
On a heavy news day like yesterday, 
some good news stories — the teacher 
of the year at Navarro College and the 
County Auditor praising the improved 
county bookkeeping records — have to 
go inside because they were competing 
against so many 
other important 


stories. 


One news editor says of your specific 


question, "The killing was a one-time 
thing, professionally done and not likely 
to affect anyone other than his family. 
The bomb threats were continuing, 
causing fear, costing money and they 
were potentially very dangerous to 
many people." 


He adds that apparently the Smith 


reward was offered several weeks after 
the murder. 


Now that the Federal government 


has 
decided 
that 
saccharin

dangerous to us, are the soft drink 
companies going to sell us unsweetened 
drinks so we can mix in our own sac- 
charin, as has been proposed? If not, 
how long will diet soft drinks last on the 
shelf? 


The Federal government has warned 


diet soft drink manufacturers not to 
produce their diet drinks in that 
manner. If saccharin becomes a 
prescription item, the government said, 
that would constitute the soft drink 
industry encouraging the use of a 
"drug." Anyway, a spokesman for the 
soft drink industry has said that such 
drinks would likely taste bad, and 
therefore, would not be practical to 
market. 


As to shelf life, some companies such 


as Dr. Pepper say their beverage can 
be stored for up to a year, but they 
recommend holding the diet drinks on 
the shelf for no more than four months 
at most. 


How many one-way bridges are there 


in the state of Texas? What, if any, are 
the laws governing the use of a one-way 
bridge by a school bus transporting 
children? 


There is no tally of the total of one- 


way bridges in the state, according to a 
spokesman for the Texas Highway 
Department. But he said there are very 
such bridges left on state highways, and 
that the ones which are left are being 
converted to two-way bridges as soon 
as funding for each project becomes 
available. 


The reason there is no tally of these 


bridges is because many farm roads 
are under the jurisdiction of county 
governments and not the responsibility 
of the state. 


There are no special laws governing 


the use of such bridges by school buses. 
All the laws applicable to school buses 
— traffic must stop when the bus 
displays its flashers, etc. — remain in 
effect, but the bus has no "first right" 
to cross such a bridge unless it arrives 
at the bridge first (the case with any 
motorist and a one-way bridge). 


I would like to ask just one question. 


Why do citizens of Corsicana have to 
pay personal taxes? To own an 
automobile, you pay sales tax when you 
buy it, then school tax, and then per- 
sonal tax. I think it is very unjust. I 
would appreciate also hearing where 
these personal taxes go and to whom. It 
seems ridiculous to have to pay so 
many taxes on just one automobile. 


This must surely qualify as the all 


time favorite Action Line question, as 
this is the second such inquiry within 
three weeks, and has been asked every 
year for at least three years. 


So, here it is again: According to the 


State Attorney General's office, per- 
sonal taxes are legal and enforceable 
taxes 
levied 
against 
all 
personal 


property, including but not limited to 
automobiles. 


In practice, most taxing agencies do 


not tax personal property other than 
automobiles, 
but 
they 
have 
the 


authority to tax savings accounts, 
jewelry, and other luxuries that qualify 
as "personal property." 


This personal property tax is as valid 


and legal a tax as the real property tax, 
with the full enforcement power of the 
law behind it. And local taxing agencies 
such as the school district have, within 
the past year, stepped up efforts at 
collecting the delinquencies. 


The taxes go into the general fund of 


whatever agency collects the tax, in 
most cases. The money is then used as 
general income, as is the case with the 
maintenance & operations taxes. 


To those who question the propriety 


of the tax, the Attorney General's office 
offered what they said was a not-so- 
uncommon scenerio: If a local in- 
dustry, upset with an increasing tax 
rate, discovers that the local taxing 
agency is not collecting the personal 
property tax, that industry may — and 
in the past, often has — sued the taxing 
agency to force the collection of the 
personal 
property 
tax 
before the 


general tax rate can be increased. 


In instances where the cases have 


been correctly argued, the Attorney 
General's office says, those industries 
have little trouble winning such suits.

"That was the telling factor in the vote," Green said, ad- 


ding that chili was the only indigenous food among the three 
competitors for the food title. 


Neither barbecue nor gumbo originated in Texas, Green 


said, explaining that chili is a local creation even though 
most people think chili started in Mexico.

Scott challenges Smith's figures

Tax Assessor-Collector Jerry 


Scott reiterated his claim today 
that former county auditor Bill 
Smith "mixed up" figures in the 
county's 1976 Financial Report. 


Smith disputes Scott's claim 


saying he stands' behind his 
report. 


"The 
figures 
are 
true 


figures," Smith said, "They 
were 
based 
on 
his 
bank 


deposits, his reports." 


The financial report stated 


that the tax office lost the 
county possible interest from 
bank deposits and that $123,000 
could not be audited. The 
reports 
also 
stated 
that 


duplications on the tax roll 
inflated the total amount of 
taxes due to the county by 
$44,000. 


SCOTT SAID Tuesday that 


between 16,000 and 17,000 tax 
receipts are received in his 
office during the months of 
October, 
November 
and 


December. He said it is not 
possible for the personnel in his 
office to open all the mail and 
deposit all the checks when they 
arrive and still wait on the 
customers 
coming into the 


office. 


According to law, Scott said, 


• he must deposit 90 per cent of 


the money he collects each 
week in the county depository. 
The 10 per cent he keeps out he 
explained, 
is used 
to pay 


refunds and pay for mistakes. 


Scott says he deposits as close 


to the 90 per cent figure as he 
can but the volume of mail he 
gets prevents him from doing 
so.

Scott said that extra help in 


his office during those three 
months would be good, except 
that "you just can't go out and 
hire someone off the street."

Smith 
added that he used the figure 
because that is the value of the 


property. 


SCOTT 
SAID 
THE 


duplications 
came 
about 


because the tax office changed 
systems in 1975. He explained 
that the tax roll was changed 
from the computer at Western 
Data to the computer at T.Y. 
Pickett Co. 


T.Y. Pickett is the appraisal 


firm that keeps the valuations 
of the railroads and industry in 
the county appraised at full 
market value each year. Scott 
said that human error was also 
a factor. 


He said that several people 


check the tax roll and that 
errors arc mad'j. "It happens 
all the time. Nobody's going to 
pay it twice." 


Scott said he "didn't know" if 


Smith's figures on the low 
property 
valuations in 
the 


county are accurate. 


"There is no land at $60 an 


acre," Scott said and added that 
there is land at $15 to $16 "which 
means it's valued at between 
$60 to $80." 


He said that new houses are 


valued at the current value and 


that "old stuff is on (the tax 
roll) too cheap." 


"I DON'T KNOW the last 


time J.M. Dyer's 
personal 


property or his inventory was 
appraised," Scott in reference 
to Smith's statement in the 
Financial Report that much 
personal property in the county 
is not taxed as the law requires 
it to be. 


"I don't think he (Smith) 


understands how things are 
done around here," Scott said. 


"My report was based on his 


(Scott's) figures, presented to 
me," Smith stated. 


Smith also said that he had 


briefed 
the 
law 
and 
that 


"anything dealing with dollars 
and cents is in the province of 
the auditor." He was respon- 
ding to County Judge Rob 
Dunn's statement made during 
Monday's commissioner's court 
meeting. 


DURING THE MEETING 


Dunn said that he "took issue" 
with some of Smith's comments 
because he felt they "were not 
in the province of the county 
auditor."

similar requests, and Rep. Bill 
Coody of Weatherford said the

an agreement among junior

ask 
the 


legislature for special favors. 


"I THINK IT IS a great error 


for the House to go on record 
allowing this kind of fiscal 
lunacy," said Rep. Lyndon 
Olson of Waco. 


Green countered that the 


state "owes" Navarro $275,000 
it earned under formula funding 
and never received. Navarro's 
123 per cent enrollment in- 
crease in three years made it 
necessary for the college to 
borrow $260,000 from a Cor- 


sicana bank, Green said. 


Olson then attacked the bank 


loan as being contrary to the 
state 
constitution, 
which 


prohibits state agencies from 
incurring debt. "What you're 
saying is, since the Legislature 
didn't give it to you, you go 
down the street to the bank and 
borrow it and the state will pay 
you back," said Olson.

The fight with the Association 


began last July, Dr. Walker 
said, when the Association first 
voted to seek the unpaid funding 
on behalf all the state's junior 
colleges. Dr. Walker, at that 
meeting, led th- fight to get the 
Association to seek that fun- 
ding. 


BUT,

SAID, several 


members at the meeting later 
requested a second vote. When

Black lung program brings mostly bitterness

PINEVILLE, Ky. (AP) - 


Not many visitors make it 
down to Kettle Island "holler" 
in the Kentucky Cumberlands, 
so a few days passed before 
Otis Lowe could find someone 
to read him the letter he got 
from Washington, D.C. 


The 75-year-old retired coal 


miner makes a kind of wheez- 
ing noise when he breathes, but 
that was the only other sound 
in his three-room shack in an 
abandoned mining camp as the 
message from the U.S. govern- 
ment was read aloud. 


"Your entitlement to black 


lung benefits is denied," the 
letter said. 


"I think there's a racket 


here," Lowe exclaimed, "The 
doctor, he showed me the X-ray 
picture of my lung on the wall. 
I saw big, black spots of rock 
dust. I ain't got no breath left 
from them 44 years I worked in 
the coal mines. Don't that 
mean somethin' in Washing- 
ton?" 


"They got a law up there in 


Washington that's supposed to 
take care of us, but we still got 
thousands who can't draw the 
benefits," said Ernest Green. 
Green is vice president of the 
Harlan County Black Lung As- 
sociation, a grassroots organ- 
ization funded by contributions 
of small change from the coal 
fields. 


"Take me, for example. . :n 


old, I'm about spent, I should 
have quit workin' the face of 
the coal years ago, but I can't 
retire 'til I get those benefits. If 
the government would let me 
quit, my job could go to one of 
them young, able-bodied men 
they're keepin' up on welfare. 
It just don't make sense." 


"The federal 
government's 


black lung program has turned 
into the most absurd, goldarn 
mess you've ever seen," said 
attorney Steve Cawood, whose 
law practice in this tiny Ap- 
palachian mountain town is 
composed mainly of cases re- 
lated to the coal industry. 


Cawood's criticism was ech- 


oed by Arnold Miller, president 
of the United Mine Workers, 
and acknowledged by Carter 
administration representatives 
at recent House Labor subcom- 
mittee hearings. Congress is 
considering a bill to revamp 
the program it created to com- 
pensate coal miners and their 
survivors for the effects of the 
chronic respiratory disease due 
to long exposure to coal dust. 


"When a man walks into my 


office and says that he has just 
been removed from the mines 
'because his black lung has got- 
'ten too bad," explained Ca- 
'wood, "the first thing I do is 
tell him that he can forget all 
the material he's read in the 
UMW Journal or the news- 
papers about the Department of 
Labor black lung program. I 
tell him that he most probably 
won't even get a hearing for 
several years and that he can 
expect his claim to be denied." 


Figures from Washington re- 


flect the frustration in Appa- 
lachia. 
The 
Labor 
Depart- 


ment's Division of Coal Work- 
ers Compensation reports that, 
of about 105,000 claims for 
black lung benefits filed since it 
began administering the pro- 
gram in 1973, more than 50,000 
have been denied. Another 50,- 
000 claims are 
backlogged. 


Only 4,000 miners or their sur- 
vivors are receiving 
checks 


from the federal government, 
according to the Labor Depart- 
ment. 


"Anybody would concede that 


the program has problems," 
said a Labor Department offi- 
cial charged with administering 
black lung claims. "Our own 
review shows that it routinely

Congress intended, in its Coal 


Mine Health and Safety Act of 
1969, 
that 
responsibility 
for 


compensating black lung vic- 


tims shift from the government 
to the coal industry. But the 
Labor Department says the op- 
erators have agreed to pay for 
only "a handful" of claims, 
forcing the government to foot 
most of the bill. 


The National Coal Association 


concedes that the industry has 
settled only 138 black lung 
cases but explains: "We do not 
feel, in a number of instances, 
that the claimant was totally 
disabled." An industry spokes- 
man added: "Often the only 


way we can get information 
from the government is by 
challenging the claim." 


Some $200 to $300 a month 


are the benefits that Otis Lowe 
and Ernest Green are trying to 
get. The problem for them, and 
for the thousands of miners 
who claim to suffer from black 
lung, is to convince the Labor 
Department that they have the 
disease and are totally disabled 
by it. 


"Pneumoconiosis" 
is 
the 


medical term for black lung, 


which literally turns the vic- 
tim's lungs black. 


In its early stages, chest X- 


rays show lungs speckled with 
pepper-like lesions where black 
coal dust has settled. After pro- 
longed exposure, coal dust co- 
agulates around the air sacs in 
the lungs, causing a kind of 
scar tissue to grow. Black spots 
as large as a centimeter in 
diameter are common in ad- 
vanced stages of pneumoco- 
niosis, and a patient often 
coughs up fragments of his de- 


teriorating lung. 


"The game the government 


plays," complained 
attorney 


Cawood, "is to take the X-rays 
made by doctors accustomed to 
treating miners in the coal 
fields and have them re-inter- 
preted by radiologists in other 
parts of the country, working 
on a contract for the govern- 
ment. Those physicians almost 
always deny the claims." 


"We have been criticized for 


rereading 
X-ray 
film," ac- 


knowledged a Labor Depart- 


ment official in Washington, 
"We do this to maintain the 
uniformity and integrity of the 
program." 


The measure to revise the 


black 
lung program 
that's 


shaping up in Congress after 
two years of hearings and 
reams of testimony would es- 
tablish a federally-run trust 
fund to support the benefit pay- 
ments. Financed through a tax 
on coal production, the fund 
would achieve the goal Con- 
gress set for itself six years 


ago — to make the industry as- 
sume the costs. 


The National Coal Association 


says it won't fight the trust 
fund idea, but a spokesman 
says the industry objects to fur- 
ther liberalization of the pro- 
gram. Amendments to the bill 
providing "automatic entitle- 
ment" to benefits for any min- 
er with a fixed period of em- 
ployment, and prohibiting the 
rereading of claimants' X-rays 
face stiff opposition, especially 
in the Senate.

KERENS — Dr. G.H. Sanders, who has helped serve the 


medical needs of Kerens and Navarro County for the past 54 
years, was honored Saturday for his years of service to this 
community, but the soft-spoken 79-year-old really didn't see the 
need for all the fanfare. 


Saturday was officially designated Dr. G.H. Sanders Ap- 


preciation Day in Kerens, and the man who has delivered more 
than 1,500 babies in his medical career was honored with a 
reception and later presented with a plaque of appreciation. 


SANDERS CAME TO KERENS in 1923 and started his 


medical practice, after finishing his studies at Baylor Medical 
School in Dallas. 


Reflecting on his years in the medical profession, Sanders 


said that "the purpose of being a doctor, I think, is a part of the 
Lord's work. 


"You don't bring anything into this world with you, and if you 


can live your life without being a burden to others and leave the 
world as you came into it, you are pretty successful in life," he 
said. 


Sanders was born Nov. 8, 1897, at Ben Wheeler. He attended 


public school at Ben Wheeler and later enrolled in Simmons 
College at Abilene and North Texas Normal College at Denton 
before enrolling at Baylor. While in medical school, he served 
three years as a student assistant in pathology and then as an 
assistant teacher of pathology. 


HE SERVED FOR approximately 27 years as member of the 


Navarro County Hospital Board and was the first chief of staff at 
Memorial Hospital. 


Active in community and civic affairs as well, he has been a 


member of the Lions and Kiwanis Clubs; a member of the city 
council; past mayor; served as president of the school board; 
and was a deacon of the Baptist Church. 


Sanders recalls that he was responsible for bringing the first 


x-ray machine to Kerens, "sometime in 1923." 


"One of my patients had a daughter with a broken arm," he 


relates. "She had to be sent to Corsicana for X-rays, and in those 
days going to Corsicana was quite a trip." 


HE SAID HE BOUGHT a small X-ray machine, and since then 


he has purchased two more X-ray machines. 


Sanders says that he has been interested in medicine "as far 


back as I can remember. 


"Teaching was my favored choice of my youth," he said, 


however, "the most forceful thing" which caused him to want to 
become a doctor is an incident he still recalls. 


"I had a cousin who had a great big boil on his thigh," he said. 


1 SANDERS SAID HE cut open the boil for his cousin, and 
"when I cut it open, it really hurt." 


He recalls his cousin saying, "My goodness Jack ("they called 


me Jack in those days"), you ought to be a doctor!" 


He said another thing which influenced him into not going in 


teaching was witnessing "hpw teachers were treated and the 
problems they had." 


He said although he didn't begin practice in Kerens until 1923, 


he was familiar with the community because his first wife was a 
Kerens native.

HE SAID HIS FIRST office was in the back of a drug store 


owned by Ray Noble and Bob Ford which currently houses the 
Kerens Flower Shop. 


He moved into his present office on South Colket in downtown 


Kerens when his son, Terry, came to practice medicine. 


He said he doesn't recall the exact date, but said that he 


already owned a portion of the building which was leased to 
Texas Power and Light Co. 


His son Terry now practices in Bowie and another son, 


Richard, is a dentist in Kaufman. 


SANDERS STILL HAS an active practice, although he says a 


back injury suffered last February has slowed him down some. 


"I have a moderate number of elderly folks who come 


regularly," he says, and "I do some insurance examinations." 


He also gives physicals for the Kerens athletic teams, and still 


makes housecalls. 


"I only make one (housecall) now, where used to I'd make a 


100," he says.
